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STADIUMS DON’T ALWAYS MAKE MONEY 
EXCEPT IN WEST BECAUSE OF WEATHER 


NEW YORK. # —With all the 
talk of building or enlarging ath- 
letic stadiums soon as materials 
are available, cities planning such 
projects should study financial 
records of the larger municipal 
plants already in operation. 

A survey conducted by the As- 
sociated Press pointed out today 
at leest one Iesson to be noted with 
caution: To operate a municipal 
stadium et a prefit you must have 
attractions sufficient in quality 
and qvantity to keep the turn- 
stilos clicking. 

In the west, where weather con- 
ditions are more favorable for 
outdoor spectacles of the year 
around, the big bowls make 
mony, this survey showed, but 
those in the East generally do 
not. 

Philadetphia’s Municipal sta 
dium, for instance, was used only 
eight times last year and brought 
in a total of $35,870. Operating 
costs were $39,449, leaving a defi- 


cit of $3,579. ‘It was built in 1926 
at a cost of $3,000,000 and is now 
valued at $4,227,000. It was" de- 
signed to seat 84,000 but i:as held 
as many as 102,000 for the Army- 
Navy football bame and ‘t av 
commodated 132,000 for the 
Dempsey fight in 1926. 

By contrast the Los Angeies 
Municipal stadium was used abou’ 
75 times last year with net profi: 
estimated at $250,000. Attend 
ance for the year exceeded 1,600 
000, including scme 1,200,000 a) 
28 football games. This stadiun 
was butlt in 1923 for $1,000,000, 
with seating capacity of 101,516. 
It never has been operated at a 
loss. 

The Rose bowl at Pasadena, 
built in 1922 for $900,000, was 
uscd about 40 times last year and 
drew 180,000 persons, half of 
them for the New Year's day foot- 
ball game. It seats 86,581, with 
enough bleachers added on Jan. 1 
to bring it to 89,083. City offi-

WASHINGTON, (AP)—An in- 
ternation commission today urg- 
ed the world’s big agricultural na- 
tions to produce surpluses for sale 
to undernourished countries at cut 
rate prices. 

The plea was made by the Unit- 
ed Nation’s food and agriculture 
organization’s preparatory commis- 
sien on world food proposals. It 
came in a report which recom- 
mended international machinery 
for stabilizing prices of farm 
produces moving into regular com- 
mercial markets. 

Production of surpluses to feed 
the needy in backward and un- 
developed countries is to be pre- 
ferred, the commission said, to the 
production control many countries 
practiced during the ’30s. 

The commission’s report, drafted 
after three months of study, was 
released at a time when such ma- 
jor food exporting countries as 
the United States are anticipat- 
ing an early return of price de- 
pressing surpluses and some of 
their leaders were suggesting a 
return to production controls. 

The commission’s plan will be 
submitted to the governments of 
the 40-odd member nations of the 
FAO.

Minerals Set 
Record in 
State in ‘46 


SAN FRANCISCO. /P--—Miner- 
al production in California set an 
all-time record fur value in 1946, 
reaching $516,685,000, the division 
of Mines of the State department 
of natural resources estimated to- 
day. 

The record was the result of in- 
creased prices for crude oi}, in- 
creased production and prices ot 
cement, salines and miscellane- 
ous stone and larger production 
of gold, silver and lead. The total 
exceeded that of 1945 by about 
$43,023,000. 

The output of petroleum was 
315,206,000 barrels, a decline of 
about 4 per cent, but its value 
jumped 7 per cent to reach $367,- 
215,000. The highest so far re- 
ported for the state. 

Reports on other products in- 
cluded: 

Natural gas, decreased about 5 
per cent in value and amount. 

Gold, output more than twice 
that of 1945, due to removal of 
wartime restrictions, and valued 
at $12,708,000. 

Cement, 21,200,000 barrels val- 
ued at $33,708,000. 

Lead, record production of 20,- 
130,000 pounds valued at $2,033,- 
000.
